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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 

General Revenue receipts for Missouri during March total $214,353,288 which 
is 7.49 percent over last year’s monthly total of $199,422,908. The year-to-date 
total through the end of March is up by 9.86 percent. Total receipts are 
$1,844,319,703 compared to the year-to-date figures last year of $1,715,250,462. 

I attribute the steady 1 increase of Missouri’s receipts to a stable economy, even 
though there is trouble in the state’s farming community. 

By the end of March we averaged 85.1 percent of Missouri’s investments 
being made in the state, with out-of-state investments averaging only 14.90 
percent. The percentage of money invested outside Missouri is higher than it had 
been earlier in the month because I want to be ready with available money if the 
farm loan bill is approved. I will not believe the measure is dead until the General 
Assembly adjourns without passing it. 

Under the provisions of the proposed legislation, the Treasurer could invest 
unused state money in banks at a rate three percent below the market rate. In 
turn, the banks would make loans to agriculture and small business at three 
percent lower than their market loan rate. 

Corporate Income Tax revenue showed a 16.85 percent decrease with collec- 
tions totaling $11,015,622, compared with $13,248,023 for March of 1984. However, 
Corporate Income Tax receipts are up overall for the fiscal year with total 
collections at $111,513,368 compared to $99,060,966 for 1984. Individual Income 
Tax collections increased 7.35 percent for this March with $96,391,187 over 
$89,791,356 for March of 1984. The year-to-date collections for Individual Income 
Tax also are ahead of last year by 11.78 percent. The state has collected 
$809,173,357 this year which is $85,266,717 more than the $723,906,640 collected at 
the same time in 1984. 

Missouri experienced a .35 percent decrease in Sales Tax for March with total 
collections of $68,599,305. In March of 1984 the Sales Tax receipts were 
$68,844,813. For the year, Sales Tax collections are up by 5.19 percent with 
$711,448,465 over the 1984 total of $676,328,966. 

The largest increase in collections comes in the All Other Sources of Income 
category. Receipts this March total $38,347,114 which is 39.24 percent over the 
$27,538,716 collected last March. The year-to-date total for this income category is 
$252,184,513 which is 16.78 percent ahead of the 1984 total of $215,953,891.
